Structure Named for Principal Donor 


J. Leonard Replogle, Is Dedicated 
for Educational 
purposes—Steel 


Man Talks 


Last Thursday was a big day for 


the people of New Enterprise, and 
one that will long be remembered by 
the people of that enterprising com- 
munity. The day's doings will go into 
history as the big event of the year 
1918 
and the memory will remain 


fresh in the minds of the people for 
many years to come. 


The day was set apart to dedicate 


the new school building which was 
erected by South Woodbury town- 
ship and the event was the signal 
for a general holiday in the commun- 
ity. 
The new school building, erected 


on the hill near the town was built at 
a cost of $24,500. The town and 
community had outgrown the old 
building that served its day and 
generation so well. 


W'hen it was deemed to build, the 


building was designed for the future 
as well as the present and the town 
now boasts of one of the finest school 
structures in the county, if not one 
of the finest and best equipped small 
schools in the state. 


NAMED FOB MR. REPLOGLE. 


J. Leonard Replogle, director gener 


al of federal steel plants, received his 
early education in the New Enter 
prise schools. When the new building 
was erected, Mr. Replogle was honor- 
ed by having the building named the 
"J. Leonard Replogle school." Mr. 
Replogle was invited to be present 
at the dedication and he came to 
Altoona on Wednesday night, where 
he was met by his mother and broth- 
er from Johnstown and together they 
motored to the Bedford county town 
to be present at the dedication. 


The exercises were held in the 


afternoon and also in the evening.

Modern methods of poultry housing 


make due allowance for the capacity 
of domestic birds to withstand low 
temperature and for the advantage of 
ample ventilation in the poultry house. 
Except in extreme northern sections, 
or for breeds of fowls having very 
large combs, it is no longer consid- 
ered necessary to build houses so sub- 
stantially that when they are closed 
the cold is excluded and the tempera- 
ture in the house appreciably raised by 
the heat from the bodies of the birds. 


Tight, Warm Houses. 


The system of tight, warm houses, 


once very popular, was based upon the 
idea that to have hens lay in cold 
weather they must be kept in houses 
where water would never freeze. The 
methods of housing now most widely 
approved and used are based upon the 
experience of rnanj poultry keepers 
that egg production is more stable and 
fhe hens keep m much better condi- 
tion when the house is built and used 
with a view to giving all the fresh 
air that can be gi\en without exposing 
the birds to a temperature that will 
frost their combs. It has been found 
that the combs of hens accustomed j 
to low temperatures become frost re- 
bistant to a remarkable degree, and 
the birds themselves much less sub- 
ject to colds than when an effort is 
made to keep the houses as warm as 
Is practicable 


Light Durable House. 


Except when the winters are long 


and severe, hens may be kept com- 
fortable and productive in a house of 
the lightest durable construction, pro- 
vided the house has water-tight and 
wind-tight roof, roar wall and end 
walls, and a front which can be opened 
as much as is necessary to give thor- 
ough ventilation, or closed as much as 
is necessary to keep out rain or snow. 


For \entilatlon in summer it is ad- 


visable and often necessary to have 
apertures in the rear wall, or in the 
ends, toward the rear, which can b« 
closed perfectly tight in winter and 


| MODEL HOUSE FOR | 
1 SMALL HEN FLOCK I 


Here is a house that can be 


built quickly and easily and In- 
expensively to house a flock of 
20 to 25 hens. The accompaTiy- 
mg plan shows how to build it. 
It is 8 feet square and can be 
made of 2 by 4-mch pieces and 
12-inch boards. 
The 2 by 4 


pieces are used for sills, plates, 
corner posts, and three rafters. 
No studding is required except 
that necessary to frame the door 
and window space. The boards 
are run up and down and give 
the house sufficient strength.

to build. A height of 6 feet in 
front and 4 leet m the rear is 
ample. 
If desired the house 


may be built higher so that it 
is more convenient to work in; 
the increase m cost will be 
slight. 
The ventilator in the 


rear is not needed in the north- 
ern part of the country, but is 
desirable in the South where 
summers are verj warm. 


The complete bill of materials 


needed to build this house is 
listed piece by piece m Farm- 
ers' Bulletin 889, "Back-Yard 
Poultry Keeping," of the United 
States department of agricul- 
ture. 
The bulletin also tells 


how to build dropping boards, 
roosts, nests, and the

The printed text (14:1-9) may prof-

In order to 
avoid confusion in this study, let it be 
clearly borne in mind that two mat- 
ters are presented—the destruction of 
Jerusalem by the Roman armies and 
the glorious return of the Lord. The 
two are sometimes so closely inter- 
woven as to make the threads difficult 
to disentangle, but if we see the color- 
ing in the graphic picture of the de- 
struction of Jerusalem as adumbrating 
the revelation of the Son of God in 
glory, we shall have no serious trouble. 


I. The Occasion of the 
Prophecy j 


(vv. 1-4). 
j 


As Jesus was passing through the . 


temple for the last time on his way to 
the Mount of OUves, where he gave 
this discourse, the disciples reminded 
him of the splendor of the building, to 
which he replied that not one stone 
should be left upon another. When 
seated upon the mount three disciples 
came privately with a threefold ques- 
tion, according to Matthew 24, request- 
ing further information. 


1. When shall these things be? 
2. What shall be the sign of thy 


coming? 


3. And of the end of the-age? 
That which follows is given in an- 


swer to these questions. 


II. The Characteristics of the Age 


During the Absence of Christ (w.5-23). 


1. Appearance of deceivers 
(w. 


5, 6). 


Since Jesus went hack to heaven 


many false Christs from time to time 
have pressed their claims as being the 
Christ. As the age draws to a close 
these claims doubtless will increase. 


2. Wars and strife among the na- 


tions (w. 7, 8). 
The history of the centuries since 


Christ is written in blood, and the river 
increases in volume as the age goes 
on toward its consummation. 
Jesus 


warns against making any particular 
war the sign of his coming. Many good 
people have seriously blundered in this 
respect because they did not heed this 
warning. 
3. Earthquakes and famines (v. 8). 
Though these calamities grow in- 


creasingly severe as the days lengthen, 
the intelligent, believing disciple is not 
surprised or alarmed, for these are 
the precursors of a new order, the 
birth pangs of a new age, the estab- 
lishment of the Kingdom of Christ 
upon this earth. Let the child of God 
in this present darkness look up, for 
his redemption draweth nigh (Luke 
21:28). 
4. Universal evangelism (v. 10). 
The gospel of the Kingdom, accord- 


ing to Matthew 24.14, shall be preach- 
ed in all the world for a witness. This 
is not the Gospel of the grace of God 
which we now preach, but the new 
evangelism which shall be proclaimed 
by elect Israelites immediately pre- 
ceding the coming of Christ to estab- 
lish his Kingdom (see Rev. 7:4-10; 
Rom. 11-15). 


I I I . The Lord's Glorious Return (vv. 


24-27). 
This is the superlative event, the 


one to which all prophecies have point- 
ed, and all ages are moving with un- 
failing precision. It will usher in the 
golden age of which the wise and 
great of all ages have dreamed, and 
for which they longed. The coming 
of the Lord will put an end to earth's 
sorrows; wars and strife will not end 
until the kingdoms of this world be- 
come the Kingdom of our Lord and his 
Chri* (Rev. 11:15). This event will 
be accompanied by great physical dis- 
turbances and Jesus will gather his 
elect from the endb of the earth. 


IV. Applications of the Prophecy 


(w. 28-37). 


1. As these events multiply in the 


earth we know that the coming of the 
Lord draweth nigh (w. 28, 29), as the 
putting forth of the leaves of the fig 
tree prove the approach of summer. 


2. The Jewish race shall retain Its

The perpetuity of Israel is the mir- 


acle of the ages. 


3. Certainty of fillfillmcnt (v. 31). 
The

4. The time of Chr'St's coming un 


known (v. 32). 


In view of this it is utter folly to set 


the time. The devil keeps people from 
the truth of Christ's coming as long as 
possible. When he can no longer suc- 
ceed in this, he then- trios to get them 
to set the time. 


5. The proper behavior in view of 


Christ's imminent coming (vv. 33-37). 


It is watchfulness and prayer. The 


coming of the Lord is the grand incen- 
tive for watchfulness and earnest 
prayer.

CHAPTER XXIII. 


Gas Attacks and Spies. 


Three days after we had silenced 


bringing up extra ammunition from 
the dugout. 


German gas is heavier than air and 


soon fills the trenches and dugouts,

It was 
horrible to see him die, but we were 
powerless to help him. In the corner 
of a traverse, a little, muddy cur dog.

my bayonet which was detached from 
dead' Wlth Ms Paws over his nose 


It's the animals that suffer the most 


—the horses, mules, cattle, dogs, cats 
and rats—they having no helmets to 
save them. Tommy does not sympa- 
thize with rats in a gas attack. 


At times gas has been known to 


travel, with dire results, fifteen miles 
behind the lines. 


A gas, or smoke helmet, as it is 


called, at the best is a vile-smelling 
thing, and it is not long before one gets 
a violent headache from wearing it 


Our eighteen-pounders were burst- 


ing in No Man's Land, in an effort, by 
the artillery, to disperse the gas 
•clouds. 


The fire step was lined with crouch- 


ing men, bayonets fixed, and bombs 
near at hand to repel the expected at- 
tack. 


Our artillery had put a barrage of 


curtain fire on the German lines, to try 
and break up their attack and keep 
back re-enforcements. 


I trained my machine gun on their 


trench and its bullets were raking the 
parapet. 


Then over they came, bayonets glis- 


tening. ,In their respirators, which 
have a large snout In front, they look; 
ed like some horrible nightmare. 


All along our trench, rifles and ma- 


chine guns spoke, our shrapnel was

the rifle, I gave the alarm by banging 
an empty shell case, which was hang- 
ing near the periscope. At the same 
Instant, gongs started ringing down the 
trench, the signal for Tommy to don 
bis respirator, or smoke helmet, as we 
call it 


Gas travels quickly, so you must not 


lose any time; you generally have j 
about eighteen or twenty seconds In 
which to adjust your gas helmet 


A gas helmet is made of cloth, treat- 


ed with chemicals. There are two win- 
dows, or glass eyes, in it, through which 
yon can see. Inside there Is a rubber- 
covered tube, which goes in the mouth. 
3Tou breathe through your nose; the 
gas, passing through the cloth helmet, 
Is neutralized by the action of the 
chemicals. 
The foul air is exhaled j 


through the tube in the mouth, this j 
tnbe being so constructed that it pre- 
vents the inhaling of the outside air or 
gas. One helmet is good for five hours 
of the strongest gas. Each Tommy 
carries two of them slung around his 
shoulder in a waterproof canvas bag. 
He must wear this bag at all times, 
even while sleeping. To ehange a de- 
fective helmet, you 'take out the new 
pne, hold your breath; "pull the old one 
Off, placing the new one over your 
dead, tucking in the loose ends under 
the collar of your tunic. 


my head began to swim, throat got 
dry, and a neavy pressure on the lungs 
warned me that my helmet was leak- 
ing. Turning by gun over to No. 2, I 
changed helmets. 


The trench started to wind like a 


snake, and sandbags appeared to be 
floating In the air. The noise was hor- 
rible ; I sank onto the flre step, needles 
seemed to be pricking my flesh, then 
blackness. 


I was awakened by one of my mates 


removing my smoke helmet. How de- 
licious that cool, fresh air felt In my 
lungs. 


A strong wind had arisen and dis- 


persed the gas. 


They told me that I had been "out" 


for three hours; they thought I was 
dead. 
The attack had been repulsed after 


a hard fight. Twice the Germans had 
gained a foothold in our trench, but 
had been driven out by counter-at- 
tacks. The trench was filled with their 
dead and ours. Through a periscope 
I counted eighteen dead Germans in 
our wire; they were a ghastly sight in 
their horrible-looking respirators. 


I examined my first smoke helmet. 


A bullet had gone through it on the 
left side, just grazing my ear. The 
gas had penetrated through the hole 
made in the cloth. 


Out of our crew of six we lost two 


killed and two wounded. 


That night we buried all of the dead, 


excepting those in No Man's Land. In 
death there is not much distinction; 
friend and foe are treated alike. 


After the wind had dispersed the 


gas the R. A. M. C. got busy with their 
chemical sprayers, spraying out the 
dugouts and low parts of the trenches 
to dissipate any fumes of the German 
gas which may have been lurking in 
same. 


Two days after the gas attack I was 


sent to division headquarters, In an- 
swer to an order requesting that cap- 
tains of units should detail a man 
whom they thought capable of passing 
an examination for the divisional in- 
telligence department 


Before leaving for this assignment 


I went along the front-line trench say- 
ing good-by to my mates and lording it 
over them, telling them that I had

When we at last turned into the open 


road we were not so confident. On 
each side there had been a line of 
trees, but now, all that was left of 
them were torn and battered stumps. 
The fields on each side of the road 
were dotted with recent shell holes, 
and we passed several in the road it- 
self. We had gone about half a mile 
when a shell came whistling through 
the air and burst in a field about three 
hundred yards to our right. Another 
soon followed this one and burst on 
the edge of the road about four hun- 
dred yards in front of us. 


I told the driver to throw in his 


speed clutch, as we must be in sight 
of the Germans. I knew the signs;
